Of Congress Discussed With 


President By Congress Leaders 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March S.— 
longressional leaders beg-.in today to 


shape legislative plans for the extra 
session to accord with the views ex- 
pressed at last'night's conference with 
President Harding. 


Meeting with the president at din- 


ner a score of Republican members of 
the senate and house, many of 
them 


committee 
chairman, discussed 
for 


four hours legislation to be taken up 
at the extra session, which 
it was 


agreed should ^ be ' called not 
earlier 


than April 4, and probably a* week 
later. 
Miiny subjects having to do 


with domestic legislation, especially 
tariff -and taxation revision, entered 
into the discussions, but international 
matters were not touched on. 


The conference, unique in itself and 


described by President Harding but 
"the beginning of the program of co- 
operation between the president and 
congress," did not break up until mid- 
night 
Then an unusual picture was 


presented the fifty newspaper 
men 


who had awaited the conclusion of 
the conference. 
The president, wear- 


ing evening clothes,, walked from the 
executive mansion on to 
the 'north 


portico. Standing bare headed, and 
arms crossed, the lights.from the por- 
tico roof affording'the only illumina- 
ntion and presenting him in silhouette 
to late passcrsby on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue less than a hundred yards dis- 
tant, the president described his din- 
ner party as "an early step in the ful- 
fillment of what I .believe 
the best 


policy ojt conducting the government, 
bnnging.the.fellows together and get- 
ting 
them 
acquainted with 
each 


other's views." 


He discussed the conference and its 


results 
informally, 
answering ques- 


tions pnt to him by the -newspaper cor- 
respondents and when the last ques- 
tion had been answered made them 
good night. 


The conference was unable to deter- 


mine, the 
president 
said, 
whether 


emergency tariff legislation or tax re- 
yislou should be accorded priority at 
the special-session and decision in the 
matter was postponed until a future 
conference. Army and navy matters, 
appropriation measures which failed 
at the regular session and the Colom- 
bian treaty, all were considered to 
some, extent, Mr. Harding said, but no 
ilnfinito decision!! were reached.

Mr. Wo,«ls studied the histories of all 
the royal families in Knrope with a 
view to discovering whether in these 
families—chosen because so much in- 
T.irmalion about them can IK* found— 
ability has

lie also sets out to discover whether 
these families have tended to degen- 
erate by reason of 
their 
luxurious 


lives. :is ibey .in- --..pillar believed to 
do. 
Here then, is a real 
statistical 


study of the ctlYct. of inherited won'th 
on a greta number of men and fnmeu 
—over ".nun are studied iiulividnnllv. 


T.'oods, who is a biologist first,' and 


historian only second, reaches the em- 
pliatic conclusion that in royal 
fami- 


lies, wealth and luxury have not tend- 
ed to 
nroduce 
degeneration. 
He 


proves, to his own satisfaction, that 
when such fniniiies have shown a de- 
cline in ability or power, it his al- 
ways lien due to hereditary iniliiaarcs. 
Usually..inbreeding is1 not the cnus.i. 
eltiier-i. Tile cause usually- .is an un- 
wise, marriage.. Some prince marries 
ail ohscurc womun who is stupid, conv 
monplace, or unhealthy. 
The 
next 


generation shows the effect of the bud 
cross. 
T-WO or three such man-rages, 


nnd the b'ood of the royal' . family, 
nearly alwaj-s of excellent quality to 
start with, is diluted with weaknesses 
which ultimately 
lead to its down- 


fall. 


Woods shows that some royal fam- 


ilies, like that of rortug.il, for exam- 
ple, have produced men of high capac- 
ity for us much as 12 
generations 


without a break.' Then, due to the in- 
troduction of inferior blood, this same 
line.in a few generations lias literally 
gone to pieces. 


These conclusions of AYoo..l« seem to 


agree with those of the modern sci- 
entists in gcnor:il. Modern science be- 
lieves that a man's destiny is largely 
determined by his 
nat.UT.il 
endow- 


ment. 
This endowment is largely in- 


herited 
from '• imuicdinte 
forbears 


That is. the: chances are that you will 
be of about the same capacity as ynnr 
mother and father.. More rarely, you 
may 
resemble a grandparent 
Still 


more rarely, you may throw back to 
snme ancient, forl-cnri long 
forgotten. 


Most rarely, of a'l you may be that 
freak of nature, a genius. 
A unn of 


remarkable 
ability - is 
occasionally 


born 
of mmmonplace parents. 
But 


siif-b instanr-cp aro inu'-h mr.re rare 
than is amorally believed. 


Whether you have money or not. is 


rc.illy nf litlle'inip.irta-nce. according 
to the scientific point of view. If yon

Furthermore, the strong man is se'- 
doin mined by money;

is n.. more dismayed by Ihe lade of

lipg uhn is eaten up willi envy of Ihe 
rich if he lacks if. and spends his 
time sighing fo- a million dollars and 
dreaming of get-rich-quick schemes.

White have been destroyed. The airy 
lightness, the elegance of its facade 
and its studied silhouette have caused 
many returning travelers to lift- their 
lints-in reverence. "Remember me to 
Herald Square" ran the popu^jjr ditty 
'and indeed It has for years been a 
symbol .of Uic-Miinlinttuiic.se.

ald building-. It lurked in the grind- 
ing presses, the green eyed'-owls that 
looked down on the Gulch of Folly 
ami the .mechanical iroirmen who with 
mighty strokes with brass hammers 
sounded the time oh a huge bell.
